A KENTUCKY PRINTER NARRATES A 
{ THRILLING EXPERIENCE. 


WBJIe following the Call of His faithful 
Hog He Met With, a Mishap—In a Dark 
Hole With a fierce Wild Beast—The 
5 Escape; and. Recognition. 


Pretty much everybody in the crowd 
had tqld a story of the gun or dog or 
flsfcpole except a printer who looked 
about a§ much: like a hunter or fisher¬ 
man as he did like an angel. 

“It’s your turn now. Muggins,” said 
the reporter. 

"1 never hunted anything but board¬ 
ing houses over in Brooklyn, ” he said, 
with a wan and dodging kind of air, as 
if people t^rew things at. him whenever 
he tried to tell a story. 

“But before yon came here is what 
we want to know about,” put in sev¬ 
eral, “and you’ve either got to tell a 
stcry or pay for the drinks every time' 
anybody else tells one.” 

He moved about uneasily and pushed 
his chair back from the table, drawing 
It close np again immediately and final¬ 
ly resting his hands clasped on the board 
in front of him. 

“Well, gents,” he said with the wan 
and dodging look still In his eyes, “let 
me think a minute.

The attraction of such; a church as ia 
that of Rome is partially, no doubt, am 
imaginative attraction, but not purely 
one of the imagination.

Newman and Manning were neither of 
them overwhelmed by the more imagi¬ 
native grandeur of thechnreh’shistory. 
But they both came to believe that no 
one generation of Christians could 
rightly, emancipate themselves from the 
guidance of all previous generations of 
Christians on the strength of a new 
study of the Scripture or a just indigna¬ 
tion at the depth of some of the prac¬ 
tical corruptions of the church. 

[ They were in search of an authority 
at once in lineal connection with the 
church of the apostles and full of visi¬ 
ble life and energy at the present day. 
They thought that the Anglican church 
could hardly claim anything like con¬ 
tinuity with the church of the apostles, 
and that the Greek church could hardly 
claim sufficient independence of state 
life, or, indeed, sufficient vitality and 
energy, to mark it out as an institution 
of the first order of originality and in¬ 
fluence at the present day. ' ^ 


Wuod Preservation. 


In reviewing the various processes 
add means of impregnating wood in- 
order to its preservation, a writer in 1 
The Technical .Review of Natural 
Science, .Jena, • Germany, considers the! 
Carbolineum avenarias to possess special 
merits, offering in its use the important 
desideratum of requiring no machinery 
I or apparatus, but, simply a brush for 
I painting or an iron tank for immersing 
the woodwork to be treated. The nse of 
this article is based upon the essential 
| fact that a good system of impregnation 
' must efficiently prevent every degree of 
•the rotting and decaying of woods, even 
in unfavorable conditions. It must also 
be so cheap that no obstacle of this'kind 
exists to its nse in great quantities'— 
must be easily employe^ and furnished 
ready for nse—another desirable point 
being that the impregnation be such as 
will give an attracti ve color to the treat¬ 
ed woodwork. These qualities are com¬ 
bined in the substance in question, it 
being a carbonate of oil of 1.14 specific 
gravity, and components which are 
■energetically antiseptic, its boiling point 
being 557 degrees E. Impermeable coat¬ 
ings, so much resorted to, are pronounc¬ 
ed. of little value when the wood at the 
time of their application is not perfect¬ 
ly dry and seasoned. They prevent, as 
must naturally be the case, the evapora¬ 
tion of the humidity contained in the 
| wood, especially in certain cases, and 
rather promote decay.

Vandals Have Cltipped His Memorial In 
Westminster Abbey. \ 

Near the center of the south wall of 
the nave is a’monument to Major; Andre 
of Revolutionary note. The very long- 
inscription upon it begins, * ‘Sacred to 
the memory of Major John Andre, who, 
raised by his merit, at:an early period, 
of 1 ife, to the rank of adjutant general" 
of the Brinish forces in America, and’ 
employed iii an important but hazardous 
enterprise, fell a sacrifice to his zeal for 
his king and country, on the 2d of .-Oc¬ 
tober; 1780, aged 29, universally beloved > 
and esteemed"by the army in which he’ 
served and lamented even'by his foes. ” 

About the. base of'the monument, 
wjiich is a panel set against the wall, 
are several small figures. These project 
from the panel, and represent the presen¬ 
tation of Major Andre’s letter to Gen¬ 
eral Washington oh the night before his 
execution. The egse with which the 
heads of these, figures could be 'broken 
off has been too great a temptation to 
relic hunters, -and most of the heads 
have been knocked off and stolen. That 
such vandalism is notrwholly modern is 
shown from the fact that Charles Lamb 
writes of the defacing of this very mon¬ 
ument in this way in his “Essays' of 
Elia.” Southey, the poet, when a boy, 
was a pupil at the Westminster school. 
Later in life lie was exceedingly sensi¬ 
tive in regard to his political princi¬ 
ples, and for a time a serious quarrel 
existed between himself and Lamb, be¬ 
cause the latter, speaking in regard to 
this injury to Andre’s monument, de¬ 
scribed it as the “wanton mischief of 
some schoolboy, fired perhaps with 
raw notions of transatlantic freedom. ”' 
Then, addressing Southey, he added', 

‘ ‘The mischief was done about the time 
that you were a scholar there. Do you 
know anything about the unfortunate 
relic?”' 

There is now fastened npon the wall 
of the nave, above the monument, a 
wreath of oak leaves which Dean Stan¬ 
ley, when he visited America, gathered 
near the spot on the bank of the Hudson 
river where Andre was executed. Al¬ 
though Andre died in 1780, it was not 
until 1821 that, at the request of the 
Duke of York, his bones were exhumed 
and taken to England to be buried in 
the abbey. The box in which they were 
placed for the voyage is still preserved 
in the oratory over St. Islip’s chapel, 
where the wax'fignres are kept.—Max 
Bennett Thrasher in St. Nicholas.

Birds are perhaps more commonly the 
victims of illusions than other animals, 
their stupidity about their eggs being' 
quite remarkable. Last year, for in¬ 
stance, a hen got in to, the pavilion of a 
ladies’ golf club and began to sit on a 
golf ball in a corner, which it made 
a nest with a couple of pocket handker¬ 
chiefs. But many quadrupeds are not 
only deceived for the moment by reflec¬ 
tions, shadows and such unrealities, bu ( t 
often seem victims to illusions largely 
developed by the imagination. 

The horse, for instance, is one of the 
bravest of animals when face to face 
with dangers which it can understand, 
such as the charge of an elephant or a- 
wild boar at bay. Yet the courageous 
and devoted horse, so steadfast against 
the dangers he knows, is a prey to a 
hundred terrors of the imagination due 
to illusions, mainly those of sight, for 
shying, the minor effect 'of these illu¬ 
sions, and “bolting,’’ in which panic 
gains complete possession of his soul, 
are caused, as a rule, by mistakes as to 
what the horse sees, and not by misin¬ 
terpretation of What he hears. It is no¬ 
ticed, for instance, that many horses 
which shy usually start away from ob¬ 
jects on one side more frequently than 
from" objects on the other. This is prob¬ 
ably due to defects in the vision of one 
or other eye. 

In nearly all cases of shying the horse 
takes fright at some unfamiliar object, 
though this is commonly quite harm¬ 
less, such as a wheelbarrow upside 
.down, a freshly felled log or a piece of 
paper rolling before the wind. This in¬ 
stantly becomes an illusion, is inter¬ 
preted as something else, and it is a cu¬ 
rious question in equine neuropathy to 
know what it is that the horse figures 
these harmless objects to be. When. 
Russian ponies first began to be shipped 
to Harwich, they usually objected to 
pass near a donkey. This reluctance 
was explained on the hypothesis that 
the ponies seldom saw donkeys in Rus¬ 
sia and mistook them for bears,—Lon¬ 
don Spectator. - ;

Railroads and- Gardening. 

In England tbe Great Western and 
tbe Midland offer’’sums of money an¬ 
nually to encourage platform gardens. 
In tbe ease of the former company a reg¬ 
ular system has been in operation for 
18 years, £250 being voted annually for 
the purpose. The line is divided into 12 
sections. To each a special prize of £5 
is awarded, and there are 165 ordinary 
prizes, ranging from £3 to 10 shillings, a 
list of the successful stations being pub¬ 
lished each'year. A circular is also sent 
round furnishing a complete list of 
plants suitable for various purposes—for 
permanent borders, for summer bedding, 
for mixed borders of hardy plants, for 
spring bedding, as well as a list of 
evergreens and creepers, together with 
particulars as to height, color, dates 
for sowing and many other necessary 
hints. 

The Midland railway devotes £200 in 
the same way, the prizes ranging from 
£7 10s. to 5 shillings. A fully qualified 
inspec tor, whose duties take him to every 
part of the line, is deputed to deal with 
the matter, and the whole scheme is pro¬ 
nounced a success. The Great North¬ 
ern and the London and Northwestern 
companies let allotments to their men 
where possible, the number of allot¬ 
ments in the case of the former company 
reaching very nearly 2,'500.—Quarterly
